| NEWS REVIEW 


A Los Angeles syndicate, has leased 
the 320 acre Rose ranch, lying south- 
west of Orland as prospective oil land. 


A Cub Scouting department was or- 
ganized at a recent meeting of the exe- 
cutive board of the Redwood Area 
Council, Boy Scouts, held at Eureka. 


The Sutter County Board of Super- 
visors believed it would be able to re- 
duce the Sutter County tax rate from 
$3.50 to $3.25 without halting road de- 
velopment and other projects. 


The close of the fiscal year on June 
30 found $1,266,608.28 in the Humboldt 
County treasury, according to County 
Treasurer Joseph Shaw. 


Fire engines must obey traffic reg- 
ulations, the Marysville council in- 
formed the fire department. Trucks re- 
turning from fires must stop at stop 
signs and hold down to the legal speed 
limit, the city authorities decided. 

Twenty-four-hour service on wenth- 
er forecasts will be available in EPure- 
ka soon, it was reported by J. M. 
Jones, meteorologist in charge of the 
United States Weather Bureau office 
there. 

The United Commercial Company, 
which purchased the old smelter at the 
Mammoth mine at Kennett six miles 
north of Redding, is moving parts of 
the machinery to the Hetch Hetchy 
onstruction scene. 

The first bus service to be operated 
by a church for accommodation of its 
Sunday School children makes a cir- 
cuit of the Pleasant Hill district, north 
of Walnut Creek, to carry the young- 
sters to and from Sunday School. R. R. 
Clark operates the bus for the Com- 
munity Church in Walnut Creek. 

California commercial air lines are 
being enlisted in the effort to hold 
down the state’s forest fire toll. With 
numerous passenger planes flying 
daily schedules over much of the 
state’s forest area, their pilots will 
give radio reports to ground stations 
of all blazes observed en route. 

Ownership of the famous Moaning 
Cave at Vallecito has been vested in 
the Carley family as the result of a 
State Supreme Court ruling upholding 
a decision of Superior Judge J. A. 
Smith. The eave was discovered by 
Joseph Kate and Addisson Carley, 
who own part of the land upon which 
the cave is located. The suit was 
brought by T. J. Burrow and L. R. Bur- 
row. 

The rails of the old narrow gauge 
railroad between the Marin line and 
Occidental, in western Sonoma Coun- 
ty, are being taken up. This removes 
one of the old landmarks from the 
Marin-Sonoma coast section, Permis- 
sion to abandon the railroad was re- 
cently granted by the Railroad Com- 
mission because of a falling off of 
shipments. 


Fire and police protection were with- 
drawn from thirty homes west of Bur- 
lingame by orders of the city council. 
The territory, which adjoins Burlin- 
fame, is unincorporated. Several 
months ago annexation proceedings 
with Burlingame were defeated at a 
special election. The council took re- 
taliatory measures when citizens pro- 
tested against expending money for 
protection of these homes. 


Nearly a million strong, California’s 
army of school children have eclipsed 
in magnitude any previous year in the 
history of the state. As schools are pre- 
paring to open in August and early in 
September, preliminary reports receiv- 
ed by Vierling Kersey, superintendent 
of education, indicate that the average 
daily attendance for elementary and 


high schools and junior colleges 
would be 898,470 during the 1980-31 
term. This figure exceeds an average 


attendance of 844,583 last year, which 
was the largest in California history. 
Elementary schools of the state, with 
660,927 pupils, predominate in enroll- 
ment, with 228,975 estimated for high 
schools, and 8568 for junior colleges. 


A decrease in alteration and new 
building figures for Fresno for the first 
seven months of the year, as compared 
with figures for the same period last 
year, are on file in the offices of the 
Fresno Board of Public Works. The 
total building valuation this year are 
$783,212.80 while last year showed 
$983,410.45. Building for the month of 
July, this year, as compared with the 
same figuce for 1929, shows a total de- 
crease of $4,955.50. New buildings in 
July, 1929, were set at $51,205 and al- 
terations at $32,949.50. The figures for 
July, 1989, show $40,305 in new build- 
ings and $38,894 in‘alterations. The to- 
tais stand as follows: For July, 1929, 
$84,154.50; for July, 1930, $79,199.

Historians first present the great ex- 
plorer as standing on the quarter- 
deck of a small ship which he thought 


he was guiding toward the North pole 


| and the final curtain is drawn over his 


career at the moment that he took to 
a sinall boat in Hudson's bay with 
eight of his sailors, all of whom were 


| completely lost to the world from that 


time on. 

Hudson flashed before the public 
suddenly, remained a prominent figure 
for only four years, and then disap- 
peared as if the sea had swallowed him 
up—which it quite possibly did. No 
one knows his age at the time he 
made his discoveries, save for the 
rather vague statement that he was 
born somewhere in England during the 
Sixteenth century, while his father 
and grandfather are supposed to have 
been London merchants interested in 
the Muscovy company. 

It was on April 19, 1607, that Hud- 
son, accompanied by his sixteen-year- 
old son, John, and ten sailors, left Eng- 
land on the Muscovy company’s little 
60-ton ship, the Hopewell. His object 
was to discover the North pole and to 
Sail across it to China and India, be- 
lieving that he could reach the Orient 
through a sea passage somewhere in 


the frozen North. Frustrated by a 
solid wall of ice, Hudson returned 
from his first voyage a disappointed

But the discoverer was not yet sat- 
isfied and, in 1610, he set sail once 
more for the new world, steering his 
course further north until he came into 
the wide waters of what is now known 
as Hudson's bay. At first he mistook 
this bay for the Polar sea but, learn- 
ing his mistake, he continued to push 


onward in his search for the North- 
west passage. Finally his crew 


mutinied and, because the food supply 
commenced to run low, they decided to 
return home. So, on June 25, 1611, 
Hudson, his son and seven of the 
weakest of the sailors were set adrift 
in an boat. This was the last 
that was ever heard of the explorer or 
any of his party. An expedition was 
sent out from England some time aft- 
erward to search for them, but no 
trace of the boat or its occupants 
could be found, nor has anyone ever 
been able to learn the fate of the nine 
Sailors. Possibly they perished in the 
waters of the bay which bears Hud- 
son’s name, possibly they reached land 
safely and were attacked by hostile 
Indians or it may have been that they

For many years rumors about the 
fate of the little band were plentiful 
and the quaintest of these reports has 
been told in legend form by Washing: 
ton Irving, while other unverified 
stories tell of a settlement of white

document had been discovered among 
the archives of the Hudson’s Bay com- 
pany which contained a confession of 
one of the mutineers and the state- 
ment that Hudson had been murdered 
and not cast adrift, but this was later 
denied by the officials of the company. 

Though it is generally supposed that 
Hudson and his followers eitler died 
of starvation or were killed by the In- 
dians, there is absolutely no indication 
of what befell the castaways after the 
“Discovery” left them to their fate in 
an open boat in Hudson’s bay
